ORDER

G.SJL 100.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1953 HO of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Madhya Pradesh Rice Procurement (Levy) 
Amendment Order, 1964. 

2. In clause 3 of the Madhya Pradesh Rice Procurement (Levy) Order, I960,— 

(i) after sub-clause (2), the following sub-clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

"(2A) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-clauses (1) and (2), 
as from the commencement of the Madhya Pradesh Rice Procure¬ 
ment (Levy) Amendment Order, 1&04, and until such time as the 
Purchase Officer otherwise directs— 

(a) every licensed miller shall sell to the Purchase Officer at the con¬ 

trolled price, 30 per cent of the total quantity of rice got milled 
by him in any rice mill situated in any district other than a 
district to which this Order extends, for the purpose of sale by 
him in any district to which this Order extends; 

(b) every licensed dealer shall sell to the Purchase Officer at the con¬ 

trolled price, 30 per cent of the total quantity of rice purchased 
or otherwise acquired by him from any person in any district to 
which this Order does not extend, for the purpose of sale by him 
in any district to which this Order extends,”; 

(ii) in sub-clause (3), for the words, brackets and figures "sub-clause (1) 

or (2V\ the words brackets, figures and letter "sub-clause (1) or sub¬ 
clause (2) of sub-clause (2A)” shall be substituted. 
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
